DR. GREGG 


It is all very well for scientific persons to 
make discoveries, but when a serics of dis- 
coveries have established a pleasing and satis- 
factory theory, what are we to think of the 
man who mikes a new aod final discovery 
wholly overthrowing and demolishing that 
theory? Such has deen the condact cf Dr. 
Gregg. of Buffalo, and the general opinion of 
medical theorists is that he ought to be 
ashamed of himself. The theory that c rtain 
diseases are ciused by the presence of ba teria 
in the human system was, until Dr. Gregg 
made his experimen‘s, accepted by a great 
many learned men. The bacteria in question 
was alleged to be microscopic animals of vari- 
ons species, sm» of which 7 roduced comsump- 
tion, when admitted to the human bodv, 
while the others gave their attention to the 
production of malarial fevers and hydropho- 
bis They found in the blood, the saliva, 
ard even the tissue of victims of these dis- 
tases, and it was therefore evident that they 
were the causes of disease—just as it is evi- 
dent that a bullet found in the brain of a 
murdered man wasthe cause of his death. 
But pow comes Dr. Gregg with the rainful 
assertion that bacteria are always present im 
the blood of everybody. No ma‘ter whether 
the individu.l is healthy or disased, or 
whether the blood taken from him isexamined 
while it is fresh, or after it has becom-fdecom- 
posed, the mic o cae will clwavs show that 
the blood contains bicteria, This, of course, 
utterly upsets the theory that dacteria pro~ 


duce disease, and destroys the value of an 
enormons quantity of medical lite ature 
written in defence of that theory. This, how 


ever, is not all that Dr. Gregg his done He 
has shown that the so-called bacteria sre not 
animels, but simply partic’es of fidrine. 
After the laborion: aad appurently snecessful 
experiments which Pasteur and others have 
made in breeding and enltivatiyg bacteria, it 
is indeed unkind to demonstrate that bacteria 
are not alive and are simp!y inert pieces of 
matter, The admirers of bacteria now find 
that they have b-en as grossly deceived as 
are the Loog islard hounis who pursu d an 
alleg-d fox, only to find that itis a harmless 
aniseNweed bag, We shall now have to throw 
away all theories founded on the idea that bac- 
teria are alive, end t) frime new theories of 
the origin of ciseae, This will shake cur 
faith in medical men and to a certain extent 
in al! theories, Dr. Gregg may think he has 
acted like a wise and geod man, bat it is im- 
possibly to regard hia: a3 oher than a meddle 
some and unnecessary iconoclast.—N. Y.
